few desirable and necessary modi- 
fications, But there will have to 
be a much clearer understanding 
of the difficulties involved and 
the type of effort necessary be- 
fore we can hope for anything 
better than we have today. Lack 
of information and misunderstand- 
ing is causing large sections of 
our people, if not practically all 
of them, to sabotage unconsciously 
their own and the public's wel- 
fare. 


THE FIRST THING that should 
be done is impress upon people 
| that a dollar bill is not a constant 
measure of value. Everybody 
knows that a dollar bill won't buy 
nearly as much today as the same 
dollar bill would in 1934—~in fact 
our present dollar bill will buy 
|just about the same amount of 


janything that 60 cents would dur- | 


|ing the depression. 


pressed upon them that if in- 
|creased profits result in increased 
prices, actually their real profits 
have been decreased—and that if 
they insist on raising prices and 
|seeking ever higher profits that 
way they are paving the road to 
| depression and business failure. 
| Businessmen should be concentrat- 
ing all their efforts not on how 
| to make more dollars, but on how 
| to make the same dollar buy more 
| goods. 

At the same time labor should 


Businessmen should have it im-| 


be shown that they are fa the same 
boat as the businessman, The best 
contribution they can make to 
their own welfare is to do every- 
thing in their power to help him 
to sell his goods for less. This will 
make the dollars they have more 
valuable in purchasing power — 
which is what everybody wants, 
Any action on the part of labor 
which results in the curtailment 
of production or the raising of 
prices hurts labor. It will, among 
other things, hasten the day which 
need not necessarily come, when 
there will be lay-offs and mass 
unemployment. 3 

THE SAME THING is true of 
every other group in the country 
including the farmer. Increased 
dollar income from any source 
at all is of no use if it results in 
increased prices. 

The way to cut prices is by in- 
creasing the productivity of every 
unit of labor, capital and land in- 
volved in production. Only by 
cutting prices can we hope to 
achieve security and prosperity— 
that is real prosperity. Today, as 
an aftermath of the war, we have 
a prosperity which, because it is 
based on temporary conditions, is 
very apt to be only a temporary 
prosperity. 

Farm income is high today part- 
ly because nearly all incomes are 
high compared with pre-war stan- 
dards, and because foreign demand 
|for the produce of our farms is 
keeping prices up. But foreign 
demand is made possiblé largely 
by the loans we have made to our 
customers overseas. When the 
final accounting is made we may 
find that we have been deceiving 
ourselves these past years, and 
have been digging into our future 
earnings for present use, 


THE TROUBLE is that each 
| group, or rather each individual, 
is considering his own individual 
| welfare as something separate from 
| the general welfare. This type of 
thinking leads only to disillusion- 
|ment when the day of accounting 
arrives, It is high time that each 
jone of us realized, and kept con- 
| stantly in front of our minds, that 
| we can continue to enjoy prosper- 
| ity and security only so long as 
everybody else does. The other 
|fellow’s welfare therefore is just 
as important to us as our own.

This method, in addition to the cultivation of an im- 
proper posture in the water, fosters a sense of false con-| 
fidence in the beginner. Without the wings, which could |% 
easily be lost in the water, the beginner would drown. 

The second harmful method is the common practice 
of carrying or throwing the beginner into the water. This 
practice instils a sense of fear which will probably never} 
be overcome. 


MAY OVERCOME FEAR 


False confidence and fear are two very bad things in 
the water. Fear is probably the most common fault to be 
overcome, but by following and practicing instructions, fear 
is overcome through the development of self-confidence, 
which is a very different thing from false confidence. 

Self-confidence may be gained and developed through 
your own efforts and practice. 

The first and most important step in the conquest of 
fear is to develop your ability to open your eyes under water. | 
To do this, stand in water of about waist depth, place 
your hands upon the knees, and bend forward until your 
face is in the water. 

The head need not be entirely submerged, neither is it 
necessary at first to open the eyes. First you should get) 
the feel of the water and the ability to relax, 


MUST RELAX 


Then open the eyes. In many cases the result is a quick | 
withdrawal of the head. Try again until you are able to|% 
relax. 

} When this is mastered, try placing a coin or bright 
object in the water. Repeat the exercise, and bring the 
article to the surface with your hand. 

Each step should be practiced until mastered. There is} 
no use in trying to swim until you feel relaxed and without! 
fear in the water. —Practice of this first exercise is very | 
important. 

The second step is the foundation from which most 
strokes are built, and is called the Turtle Float. 

Lie on your face (prone position) in about six inches | 
of water, arms out front, elbows slightly bent, and one hand 
placed on the back of the other. Legs should be straight 
but not stiff, toes pointed back, |
